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What a Wonderful World...

Fifth-grader Carter Hunt did something on April 
14 that he would not, could not have done when he 
first started his education in Mattapoisett. He stood on 
stage before an audience and sang a song during the Old 
Hammondtown School Talent Show. 

Singing in public is something any average 
person is too afraid to assume, with the fear of being 
laughed at, messing up, and being nervous. But when 
you add to that a hypersensitivity to sound - such as 
the clapping and cheering of an audience - and perhaps 
a hypersensitivity to lights and the stimulation of the 
unpredictable nature of a roaring crowd of people in a 
seemingly chaotic atmosphere of a school cafetorium, one 
faces an even greater challenge. 

Carter has autism, a developmental spectrum 
disorder that affects a child's cognitive, speech, fine motor, 
and social development, and is often accompanied by 
sensory integration dysfunction that includes a hypo- or 
hyper-sensitivity to outside stimuli such as light, touch, 
and sound. 

For some time. Carter was unable to have lunch 
in the cafeteria because of his sensitivity to the cacophony 
of the echoing noise of a bunch of children contained 
in a small area. With sensory dysfunction, specifically 
pertaining to sound, people with autism have a hard time 
filtering out background noise. Bombarded by hundreds 
of different sounds all at once, they are unable to focus 
on one conversation, for example, and are instead left to 
process every conversation equally around them, making 
it impossible to regulate the input. 

With therapy, and over time, some people like 
Carter can develop the ability to process a barrage of 
sound input in their own way, or at least regulate their 
response to the stimulation and manage to, essentially, 
'keep it together.'

As Carter stood on the stage waiting for 
the moment to begin, he smiled softly as he gently 
clasped his hands together and patiently waited for the 
accompanying guitar music to begin. 

"I see trees of green, red roses, too, 
I see them bloom, for me and you. 
And I think to myself what a wonderful world." 
Indeed, we live in a world of diversity and 
infinite possibility, a vast landscape of beauty for all to 
see, and we even find it in places one might look last to 
find it. Carter's voice was made for song: beautiful, pure, 
and downright angelic. 

"I see skies of blue and clouds of white. 
The bright blessed day, the darkness of night. 
And I think to myself what a wonderful world." 
Those blue skies and white clouds do not 
bless every single day in the lives of those touched by 
autism. And the darkness of those often sleepless nights 
sometimes does not bring much comfort to a parent 
of a child with autism who will awaken the next day 
exhausted after hardly any sleep because their child's 
sleep cycle keeps them up for most of the night. There are 
sunny days aplenty, though, and when the sun shines, 
it really shines - like Carter, who lit up the stage and 
brightened the gray skies of any adult heart there that 
could hear him. 

"The colors of the rainbow, so pretty in the sky. 
Are also on the faces of people going by. 
I see friends shaking hands, saying 'How do you do?' 
But they're really saying, 'I love you.'" 
The students and staff at Old Hammondtown 
School have been so supportive of Carter, says his dad 
Carter Hunt, a member of the Mattapoisett School

"The kids in his class have all been drawn to him 
and supportive. It's a wonderful community of kids/' 
said Hunt. "He feels very supported. Kids like Carter sort 
of let people know that, with some of their differences, 
these kids are part of the community. He's just another 
kid that's different," said Hunt. "You know, every kid is 
different." 

Meanwhile, as Carter sings his song, throughout 
the cafetorium grown-ups are wiping tears and trying to 
keep their hearts from bursting out of their chests. 
"I hear babies crying and I watch them grow 
They'll learn much more than we'll ever know. . ." 

One in 68 babies born in the United States today 
will be diagnosed with autism. Three out of four of those 
babies will be boys, meaning that one in every 42 boys 
born will be autistic. The number continues to rise every 
year. 

Autism brings with it a lifetime of challenges for 
that individual and their caregivers. But it also brings a 
degree and depth of love that is unique to a parent of a 
child with autism, as well as those who work with the 
child and are blessed to know them intimately. 

Carter has a special place in the heart of Old 
Hammondtown School Principal Rose Bowman, who 
spoke of Carter's incredible voice and his ability to touch 
the hearts of those who know him. 

"I just cry when I hear him sing," Bowman said.

Paraprofessional Diane Behan admitted she cried 
her eyes out during Carter's performance. And when 
Carter finished his song, the crowd went wild, and he also 
started to cry as he left the stage. 

"He remembered everything we talked about 
before the show," said Behan, adding that they discussed 
what it means when he cries sometimes like he did that 
afternoon. "It wasn't the noise that upset him," said 
Behan. "When he cried at the end, it's because he was 
happy We told him that's what happens sometimes when 
you're happy." 

Carter's grandpa, also named Carter Hunt, sat 
in the audience for Carter's performance, saying he was 
proud of Carter for getting up on the stage and doing 
what he did. 

"He's the best singer in the family," said Hunt. 
"He's a great boy. Very loving and sweet." 

Special Education teacher Michele Behan 
described Carter as a very loveable kid who has really 
come out of his shell, this year especially.

Cutler received 206 votes, and Hartley had 269 votes. 

Among the relative silence, one person in the 
room, upon hearing the results, whispered, ''Oh, good!''

Town Budget Gap Nearly Closed

The Rochester Board of Selectmen tackled a 
full agenda on April 13, including board reorganization 
after the reelection of Selectman Naida Parker and the 
ascendancy of Selectman Richard Nunes to the chair. 
Town Administrator Michael McCue was the first to 
congratulate Selectman Parker on her reelection. 

During the meeting, McCue informed the board 
that the Finance Committee's estimate for a 2 percent 
increase in town employee health benefits was accurate. 
Until this year, the health benefits have held steady with a 
zero percent annual increase. 

"The numbers came in as we anticipated," McCue 

said. 

McCue also announced that he is making 
progress on the town's budget. 

"We're trying not to force square pegs in round 
holes at the moment," McCue said of the Finance 
Committee's challenge of closing the current gap in the 
budget. "I remain confident that we will close the budget 
gap in the next week." 

McCue said he would have a completed budget 
approved or at least submitted by the Finance Committee

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on April 27. 

While the Comcast contract was an item on the 
agenda as old business, McCue described the situation as 
a continuing ''saga'' and kept discussion to a minimum. 

"We've been continuing to push our attorney and 
Comcast," McCue said, maintaining that Rochester, as 
well as the towns of Marion and Mattapoisett, have taken 
every action possible. McCue stressed that Rochester 
residents will not be in jeopardy of losing their cable 
service. 

In discussing received correspondence on the 
subject of Braley Hill Road, referring to an agenda item 
from roughly a month and a half ago, McCue said that the 
board's position has remained the same over the past 15 
to 20 years. He recommended that the board address this 
position in a future executive session. 

Finally, McCue noted that Rochester residents 
might have noticed two blue floodlights outside the 
Town Hall. McCue explained that this action was taken in 
support of the National Autism Awareness Month, "blue 
being the color representing autism awareness." Similar 
actions are being taken by surrounding towns. 

Also during the meeting. Conservation Agent 
Laurell Farinon was the first to speak to the Board. 
Chairman Nunes called on Farinon to participate in a 
"show and tell" about the recent work of the Rochester 
Conservation Commission. Farinon used the floor to 
display a current map of the town's protected areas as 
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well as to share "Explore Rochester/' a booklet of trail 
guides. The booklet is available to Rochester residents for 
free. Printed copies are located at the Town Hall Annex, 
and Farinon explained that residents can also download a 
copy from the Town website. 

"We've been working with Old Colony and the 
graphics department on a digital version/' Farinon said. 

McCue asked if there would be a mobile 
application to go with the digital version, which Farinon 
affirmed is in the works. 

Looking over the materials. Selectman Parker 
suggested that the Conservation Commission create a tri- 
fold that would be available at the different properties. 
Farinon agreed that she could easily design one that 
would display the large map of Rochester's protected 
areas. 

"Explore Rochester" is less than a year old, 
Farinon said, and was made possible by a grant that the 
Rochester Land Trust had received. While it features 12 
of the town's many protected areas, owned by a range of 
entities from the Town itself to nonprofit organizations 
such as the Rochester Land Trust, Mattapoisett Land 
Trust, City of New Bedford, Wildlands Trust, and the 
Trustees of Reservations, the upcoming digital version 
will add more properties. 

"I'm hoping to have a second printing," Farinon 

said.

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only highlight of the Conservation Commission's year. 
Farinon explained that many of the properties have been 
enhanced for recreational use. 

"You'll probably see when you drive around 
town that our properties are a lot more visible/' Farinon 
said. She also cited the introduction of kiosks and display 
cases at the Dexter Lane and Leonard's Pond properties. 
Leonard's Pond also has a new fence and parking area 
installation. 

"People are really pleased," Farinon said of 
residents' feedback. 

Parker praised Farinon and the Conservation 
Commission's work. 

"That's a good piece of the town we've managed 
to preserve," she said. 

Farinon also announced that the Conservation 
Commission will be working on its open space and 
recreational use plan, which they will submit to Rochester 
residents for a series of forums in order to seek feedback. 

"It can't just be a document," Farinon said, citing 
the need for residents to be informed about the protected 
areas of their town. The timeline for the open space plan's 
review begins in April and concludes in December. 

Finally, Farinon updated the board about the 
potential acquisition of another property for $485,000. 

"A good easterly portion has been mapped by 
the National Heritage and Endangered Species," Farinon 
said. "The commission felt after going through all the 
pluses and minuses . . . and given that there are key critical 
properties on the market, they recommend that the Town 
not exercise its right of first refusal at this time." 

The board wanted to motion to approve the 
Commission's recommendation, but will refrain until the 
Rochester Planning Board has its meeting to discuss the 
potential acquisition. 

The board discussed correspondence from Alan 
Slavin, Board of Selectmen Chairman for the Town of 
Wareham. Slavin wrote to the Mass DOT in support of the 
towns' joint effort to reclassify County Road for federal 
funding eligibility. The Rochester Board of Selectmen 
voted to send a similarly worded letter to the Mass DOT.

to three months but conceded, "Who knows? It's probably 
going to be further out on the three months than the 
week/' 

Preparation work for the construction, said 
Denham, will only take a couple of days to complete, 
and the precast concrete culvert installation would only 
take about a day. Backfill, compacting, and roadway 
construction would follow the weeks after. That is not the 
issue though, Denham said. "It's everything getting to 
that point." 

Field Engineering Project Manager Ken Motta 
accompanied Denham to present the plan for the project 
to the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen on April 14, giving 
selectmen a brief overview of the status of the project's 
progression. 

The current culvert has a span of 12 feet, and the 
project calls for a wider culvert of 20 feet. The blacktop 
area today is 19 feet wide, which will be expanded to 26 
feet at the culvert. Denham mentioned the addition of a 
"four-foot strip on the south side," and the addition of a 
sidewalk to the north. 

"It will take a lot of that curve out of that area," 
said Denham, making the way safer with guardrails at 
the brook. "It's going to be a lot nicer setup than it is right 
now." 

The crucial aspect at this point is the Mass DOT 
approval. Then, said Denham, the plans could move 
ahead to the Conservation Commission for approval and 
the bidding process could begin. 

Selectman Jordan Collyer pointed out that the 
structure was originally made of fieldstone years ago, and 
now the replacement of it "baffles the mind." 

"[Now it's] going to cost two-thirds of a million 
dollars to replace," said Collyer, adding on a sarcastic 
'thanks' to the federal government's stricter guidelines on 
this class of project. 

But this was an emergency, said Denham, and this 
culvert absolutely must be replaced. Collyer wondered 
if the Town could contact Representative William Straus 
to help expedite the state approval process, citing the 
matter of great importance because the road is a vital 
link between Mattapoisett and the neighboring town.

"This is the time/' said Denham. "It needs to be 
done now/' 

Denham said the design presented that evening 
is not necessarily the final draft of the plan, depending on 
Mass dot's approval conditions. 

"We're pretty confident that what Kenny's 
got here on paper is what it's going to look like," said 
Denham, adding that he is not confident enough, 
however, to put the plan out to bid just yet.

Mechanic Street Repairs Discussed 

By Marilou Newell 

On April 9, residents of Mechanic Street in 
Mattapoisett's historic village were invited by Town 
Administrator Michael Gagne to meet with Jon Connell 
of Field Engineering and Mattapoisett Highway Surveyor 
Barry Denham. 

This informal meeting gave residents an 
opportunity to air their questions and concerns regarding 
the roadway and infrastructure repairs slated to begin 
in the coming weeks. About 10 residents attended the 
gathering at Center School. 

Most folks were primarily concerned with the

length of time the construction would take, curb cuts 
and driveways, gas line replacement, and stormwater 
management. 

When asked how the Town would be paying for 
the expensive improvements, Gagne reminded people 
that $400,000 was approved by Town Meeting, earmarked 
for such repairs, along with anticipated Chapter 90 
funding arriving around July 1. 

Two property owners, whose homes are located 
north of Hammond Street, asked why the plans did not 
include that section of Mechanic Street. When told that 
it came down to money and priorities, they exited the 
meeting appearing miffed. 

Another resident wanted to know if trash 
collection would be disrupted during the construction 
phase. Connell said that notice would be given to alert 
residents to place their trash in the designated curb 
location for each collection cycle prior to construction, 
thereby minimizing any disruption. 

But Connell also said, "There will be 
inconvenience,'' reminding all that this type of work isn't 
without hiccups. 

On the theme of gas line upgrades, Denham 
told the townspeople that the work taking place on their 
private property by the gas company was between them 
and the gas company, not the Town and the gas company. 

"We don't have any control over where they 
locate the pipes on your property," said Denham.

However, Gagne said he would discuss reseeding lawns 
as promised by the utility. 

Denham gave them the biggest wake-up call, 
however, when he announced federal regulations. 

"Under current water management, MS4, we are 
supposed to identify and eliminate any private drains 
going into the sewer,'' said Denham. "I must warn 
everyone that the Town may have to eliminate them in the 
future. It may be necessary.'' 

To this statement, Pat Donoghue asked, "Well, 
are you going to move the river then?" She said it was the 
river that caused basements to fill with water. 

Further storm water and drainage issues were 
discussed with Denham as he and Connell noted on 
maps where current public drains were located and the 
possibility of adding one or two more along the east side 
of Mechanic Street. However, with the placement of water 
mains, sewer mains, and gas lines he said, "There isn't 
much real estate under the road." Denham said of water, 
"It's going to be a horror show no matter what we do."

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Denham said, 'TVe dealt with problems in Mattapoisett 
for 50 years. As federal laws change, Mattapoisett may 
have to eliminate the private connections.'' 

Denham said the regulations take into 
consideration the possibility of freshwater and saltwater 
contamination from sump pumps that foul the water with 
fuel from heating oil tanks and washing machines. 

Gagne said that the work would likely begin 
in about four to six weeks, once the bidding process is 
completed. Connell assured the residents that his team 
will be available to work closely with them to ensure 
as much collective cooperation as possible during their 
summer of construction noise, asphalt smells, dirty 
windows, and a new road with new sidewalks.

your neighbors, said Dunn, "But you go by common 
sense and the neighborhood and by what the town will 
bear." 

"I guess my attitude about the board is, our job 
is to try and facilitate rather than try to stop people," 
said Pierce. To try to stop the "monstrosities." He 
continued, "... [the things] that are gonna screw up the 
neighborhood." 

There are (should be) five members and three 
alternate members to a ZBA, said Dunn. And sometimes, 
she added, you even get a scary brown envelope 
addressed to you in the mail that frightens you the first 
time you receive one because, after all, "every now and 
then someone goes and sues the board." 

"You're not going to put all this in the newspaper, 
are you?" Dunn asked in the middle of the public meeting 
held inside the Marion Town House. (Yes, Betsy. I am.) 

There were a few cases that were "a little edgy," 
said Pierce, "But mostly we talk it out." 

Pierce advised Wheeler, who was still present, 
that the next step was for her to fill out an application to 
join the board, address it to the chairman, and the ZBA 
would forward it to the Board of Selectmen. 

"ITl even hand deliver it for you," said Dunn, not 
too desperately. "Once you start, you kind of like to come 
(to the meetings) because you like to know what's going 
on." Dunn called it a learning process. "So, you'd like to 
come . . . right?"

FinCom Hears Good News 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee

Another cold spring evening, another Finance 
Committee Meeting for Mattapoisett' s team of financial 
advisors; but on April 8, they also heard some warming 
good news. 

Kathleen Costello, principal assessor, was invited 
by Town Administrator Michael Gagne to shed light 
on the PILOT (payment in lieu of taxes) program the

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Town has in place for the solar farm located on Tinkham 
Hill Road - light that brought visibility to real cash flow 
projections. 

The PILOT program allows towns to negotiate 
with leaseholders to pay for personal property at a set rate 
versus at a tax-levied rate. The program assesses a value 
on the personal property situated on the land, in this case 
using the amount of electricity generated as part of the 
equation, as well as the solar array equipment itself. 

Costello told the Finance Committee members 
that Sun Edison had agreed to a PILOT program, in spite 
of calculations demonstrating that by paying personal 
property valuations (on the solar arrays), it would be less 
expensive. She said that tax base uncertainties over time 
was not a variable businesses liked. 

Corporations, said Costello, preferred the known 
costs versus unknown costs of conducting business and 
therefore had accepted a PILOT program that set the 
rates they would be paying for the entire length of their 
agreement. 

The total cost of the PILOT program over the 20- 
year contract for the solar generation facility is $762,125, 
starting at $29,835 for year one and advancing up to 
$47,696 by year 20. 

That income, Costello said, coupled with the 
change in land-use status of the 12-acre site from chapter 
lands to commercial use, also represented income to 
the town as well as a lump sum payment for a five-year 
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rollback. 

Gagne said that the Crystal Spring site, soon 
to be the second solar farm in Mattapoisett, was nearly 
double the electricity output of that of the Tinkham Hill 
site, thereby offering the town even more opportunity for 
financial gain in the next couple of years. 

With growing financial pressure from OPEB 
obligations, solid waste removal costs, massive wharf 
repairs, and roadway and sewer projects, the prospect 
of bringing money into the town's cash receipts was a 
positive note for the committee. 

In other news, Gagne shared with FinCom 
members the conversation Tri-Town administrators have 
been having regarding the possibility of establishing a Tri- 
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Town recreation department. Shared costs and staffing as 
well as programs offered between the towns may provide 
a greater level of service, he said. 

Gagne said that at the next Board of Selectmen 
meeting scheduled for April 14 at 7:00 pm in the Town 
Hall conference room. Highway Surveyor Barry Denham, 
along with the Town's engineering firm Field Engineering, 
would be presenting an in-depth plan for upcoming 
roadway repairs. He suggested that the members 
attend the presentation to hear firsthand the details and 
associated price tag. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Finance 
Committee is scheduled for April 15 at 6:00 pm in the 
Town Hall conference room. 

Private Pier Proposed for Aucoot Cove 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

On April 13, the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission found itself facing a conference room packed 
with residents gathered to hear the details for another 
private pier - this time at Aucoot Cove. 

Represented by David Davignon of N. Douglas 
Schneider & Associates, Jay and Julie Duker of 112 Aucoot 
Road applied to construct a residential pier facility to 
provide access to Aucoot Cove and Buzzards Bay for 
small vessel usage such as kayaks, canoes, and skiffs. 

Davignon outlined the size of the pier, materials 
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to be used, construction methodologies, and associated 
wetland considerations for the commission and the public 
that filled nearly every available seat in the Town Hall 
conference room. 

Davignon said the pier would be 4-feet wide 
and 161-feet long, spanning a barrier beach and eelgrass 
beds. He said a study conducted several years ago found 
eelgrass to be sparse in the area the pier is proposed to 
cross with decking materials. The location of the pier was 
determined from soundings made to map water depths 
along the Dukers' beachfront during various tides. The 
pier location, as noted, ends at a deep-water pool. 

He also said the Natural Heritage & Endangered 
Species Program commented that construction may 
not take place between June 1 and October 15, and 
that the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries, 
Mattapoisett's harbormaster, and the shellfish officer have 
yet to comment on the matter. The Dukers have received 
a DEP file number, Davignon said, and are awaiting 
notifications from the Army Corps of Engineers and 
Massachusetts Public Waterfront Act, aka Chapter 91, for 
permits previously requested. 

Chairman Bob Rogers said, "Well, there are a lot 
of different issues on this one.'' He said that an updated 
eelgrass study would be required and the pier needed to 
be delineated so that the commission members could visit 
the site and see for themselves the impact the pier may 
have on what was described as a coastal beach, coastal 
dune, and barrier beach by Rogers. 

The audience was given the opportunity to give 
voice to their concerns. First up was Richard Cederberg, 
108 Aucoot Road. He said he wasn't for or against the 
pier, but in a tone geared to make his point quite clear, he 
said, "I brought pictures . . . Fm going to show you what 
that area looked like at nine o'clock this morning." He 
went on to say that winter storms have caused most of the 
beach along Dukers' frontage to disappear, and a breach 
in the barrier beach has allowed a salt pond to become 
situated in the area where heavy construction equipment 
was proposed to traverse for purposes of moving pier and 
decking materials. 

"I tried to walk out there this morning and 
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my feet sunk/' Cederberg said. "The land has changed 
dramatically over the winter!'' 

Davignon said that when the Dukers received 
an earlier permit to provide beach nourishment to 
their waterfront property, a permit gave them the 
right to repair the breach. Rogers disagreed with 
that interpretation of the conditions approved by the 
Conservation Commission, saying ''We have a prohibition 
for fill." 

Cederberg was also vocal over the use of 
construction mats used to protect areas crossed by 
heavy moving vehicles. 'Tat' Tarrant of T. A. Tarrant 
Construction was present to describe how his crews 
would need to build the pier from both the landside and 
waterside of the property. He assured the commission and 
Cederberg that the mats work and cited a project at Tabor 
Academy in Marion where mats were used to protect 
marshlands. 

Brad Hathaway, a long-time Aucoot Cove 
resident and abutter to the Dukers' property said, "We 
have always enjoyed the scenic views north that the pier 
is going to block." He questioned when the rights of the 
public to enjoy recreational spaces outweighed the rights 
of a single owner, calling the rights of the public "far more 
important than a single landowner." 

Also speaking up, not so much against a pier but 
the cutting off of views and unimpeded water access, 
were Mr. and Mrs. Tom Richardson, also abutters. 
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Hathaway wanted to know if a wetlands bylaw 
would help protect the public rights, to which Rogers 
reminded him, "We are looking at this project under the 
Wetlands Protection Act and not any bylaws/' 

The application hearing was continued until April 
27 to give Davignon time to prepare additional reports 
and to delineate the pier's location for the commission's 
site visit. 

Also coming before the commission was Merry 
McCleary, 6 Main Street, to construct an addition and 
garage, new driveway, and curb cut on Main Street. 
McCleary received a Negative 3 determination and will 
now go before the ZBA for a special permit. 

The Buzzards Bay Coalition received a Negative 
3 determination for the placement of wooden planks 
along a new walking trail near the Nasketucket Bay State 
Reservation; and Matthew and Kaitlin Keegan, 41 Aucoot 
Road, received a Certificate of Compliance. 

The commission members voted by majority to 
send their proposed wetlands bylaw to Town Meeting 
after receiving guidance from town counsel for the 
writing of the article for the warrant. There will also be 
a public hearing at the next scheduled Conservation 
Commission meeting on April 23 at 6:30 pm in the Town 
Hall conference room on the draft that will appear on the 
warrant. 
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School Adopts Military Leave Policy 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee

The ORR school district has never taken an 
official vote on a military leave policy for employees, so 
on April 8 the Old Rochester Regional School Committee 
formally adopted one to address the situation of ORR 
Math teacher Micah Kidney who serves in the U.S. 
National Guard. 

Superintendent Doug White suggested options 
such as the use of personal time or paid leave of up to 17 
days. 

"Do you feel that the 17 days is a sufficient 
number to meet your needs?'' asked School Committee 
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member Paul Goulet. 

Kidney, seated in attendance replied, "I think that 
would be absolutely fair.'' Kidney said, while on duty, 
most soldiers make less than their regular job salaries. 
"For future soldiers, I would love to see that support.'' 

"I think it's perfectly reasonable," said School 
Committee member Cheryl Hebert. "I think that it's 
invaluable to have people (staff in the military) ... as role 
models, and I would hate to see them suffer any loss." 

Given the choice of the two options, Goulet made 
the motion to grant military employees authorization to 
use personal days during military service, in addition to 
the up to 17 days of paid leave. 

In other matters, ORR High School Principal 
Michael Devoll briefed the committee on a revision to 
the program of studies to add the school's first ever 
Advanced Placement Psychology course. 

Devoll said some students currently take honors- 
level Psychology using the AP-level textbooks and a few 
sit for the AP exam at the end of the course. Once the 
interested teachers are certified to teach the AP course, the 
school can offer it without having to hire any new staff or 
purchase any new books, Devoll said. 

Also during the meeting, the committee renewed 
the one-year lease contract with the Southeastern 
Massachusetts Educational Collaborative (SMEC) for 
classroom space at the high school. 

"It's been a positive experience," said Devoll. 
"Everything's been positive. It's been a smooth year, and 
we look forward to continuing that." 

The School Committee was pleased to hear that 
considering that when it approved the SMEC program 
last year, Devoll was opposed to the segregated nature of 
the program, which he said at the time went against the 
full-inclusion philosophy of the school. 

Devoll said that although some students in the 
SMEC program are still working toward the possibility 
of attending some regular education classes, most SMEC 
program students do have lunch in the cafeteria everyday 
and attend field trips with the general population of 
students.

Assistant Superintendent Elise Frangos 
introduced Social Science teacher Sara Jacobson to the 
Mattapoisett School Committee on April 13, accompanied 
by an entire sixth grade class of students making a 
presentation that led up to a request to hold a fundraiser 
so they could fund the construction of a water well in 
East Africa. 

The students learned about water conservation 
and management and how some villagers live without a 
nearby source of clean water, said Jacobson. 

'The kids started to notice connections'' between 
Mattapoisett water concerns and regions of Africa, said 
Jacobson. "So the project took on a life of its own. . . . The 
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kids were very, very taken by the stories from East Africa, 
especially how education is impacted by a lack of water in 
Africa." 

The students lined up, each having their turn 
to endorse their fundraising idea of selling personally- 
designed stainless steel water bottles to raise $1,000, 
which is enough to fund the construction of a water well 
in an African village. 

"We don't know how important water is to us 
because we usually take it for granted," said one student. 

Other parts of the world aren't so lucky, said 
another. One by one, the students drove their point home 
before a committee more than willing to support the 
effort. 

"Did you wash your hands today? I hope so. . ." 
said one student. "Did you drink some water [today]?" 

The students were concerned for other kids in 
villages where water is scarce, where people must walk 
miles every day to find drinking water, even keeping 
some girls and boys out of school in order to tend to the 
family's needs for clean water. 

The class will vote on the design for the bottles, 
and they hope to sell 100 of them at $10 each. 

The committee approved the fundraiser without 
hesitation, and unanimously agreed they were proud of 
the students for their altruism. 

Also during the meeting, there will not be any 
further school choice slots offered in Mattapoisett Public 
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Schools next year after the committee voted 4-1 that class 
sizes were too much of a concern to invite more students 
from other districts. 

School Committee member James Muse 
maintained that the benefits of the school choice program 
outweighed the negatives that Chairman James Higgins 
emphasized in his speech to the committee against school 
choice. 

Higgins said factors such as special needs 
students coming into the district and taking resources 
away from Mattapoisett students were a concern, while 
Muse argued that adding two additional students would 
not be a burden to the staff and the program offers 
diversity among the student body 

The committee had been hoping to add an 
additional kindergarten teacher to allow for four 
smaller classes, but the Finance Committee and town 
administrator denied the request in the Fiscal Year 2016 
draft budget, leaving little room for additional students. 
Muse suggested adding two slots to the first grade instead 
of kindergarten. 

School Committee member Patrick LeClair 
suggested taking a year off from offering new slots to 
''take a breather'' and assess the school resources for next 
year. 

Also during the meeting, the committee approved 
the final FY16 budget totaling $6,385,751 - up 2.9 percent 
from FY15.

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created in a larger document in 2011. Smith called this 
a "good change/' because they were forced to find the 
funding and make it work. This bigger edition allowed for 
larger images of the art and an overall higher quality of 
the magazine. 

The next year, the whole book was made in color 
and, according to Smith, "everyone thought it looked 
awesome."

MICROCHIPS 

My friend told me that I should have a microchip implanted 
in my cat so I could track him like Lojack enables police to 
recover a car. Is this true? 

Not exactly. A microchip is a rice sized computer chip with 
a number embedded in it that is injected under the skin of a 
cat or dog. A receiver is passed over the pet and the number 
shows up on a window. A phone call to a clearing house will 
reveal the name and address of the cat's owner. So a micro- 
chip is more like an ID tag than a Lojack. 

How can I get a microchip inserted into my dog? 
Your veterinarian can insert a microchip into your dog or 
cat. You then register the microchip number and the process 
is complete. Microchips are an excellent idea for cats that go 
outdoors as cats are almost always losing their collars with 
associated ID tags.

100 Years Ago

1915. Starring Simon Abkarian and Angela 
Sarafyan. Directed by Gavin Hovannisian and Alec 
Mouhibian. Running time: 82 minutes. 

If you look for narrative films made by 
Armenian filmmakers about the Armenian genocide 
of 1915, you will come up short. There are a few, 
but two of the most recent major films on the 
subject were directed by a Turkish-German and a 
pair of Italian brothers. On the other hand, movies 
like Atom Egoyan's Ararat (2002) and now Gavin 
Hovannisian and Alec Mouhibian's 1915 seem to 
need to hold the Turkish massacres of the Armenians 
at a distance, through layers of representation. 
Egoyan's film dealt with Armenians trying to make 
a movie about the genocide, and 1915 is about 
Armenians trying to put on a play about it. Are the 
repugnant events themselves too painful still for 
Armenians to look at them and depict them straight 
on? 

Simon (Simon Abkarian) has written a 
play called 1915, which has set of a firestorm 
of controversy even before anyone has seen it 
performed. Why? Because its plot deals with an 
Armenian woman who chooses to go off with a 
Turkish soldier who offers her ~ and himself ~ 
freedom. A great many Armenians are outraged by 
this ~ it's as though a Jewish woman at Auschwitz 
accepted help from a kindly camp guard. The 
protesters are having too literal a reaction, though, 
as protesters often do. Simon has written a play 
about forgiveness, and self -forgiveness. The play, 
it turns out, is therapy for his wife Angela (Angela 
Sarafyan), who plays the Armenian woman in the 
play. Angela hasn't acted in seven years, since her 
and Simon's infant son died. 

The climax of the play, which Simon won't 




let his cast rehearse, hinges upon whether Angela, 
in character, can accept the Turkish soldier's hand 
and forgive herself for leaving her husband and 
son behind. I'm not sure whether this is as urgent a 
subject as the actual Armenian genocide, which the 
movie doesn't seem to want to look at directly, as if 
it were a solar eclipse, a black hole sun swallowing 
reason and happiness. Most of 1915 deals with 
backstage frustrations, and it suffers from the 
malady afflicting most movies about putting on 
a play: the play itself looks like dinner-theater 
dramaturgy. This may have been intentional in a 
metafiction like Birdman, but here we're clearly 
meant to respect Simon's play as an attempt to dig 
down to the truth. 

The truth of what, though? The movie 
handles the difficult subject only tangentially 
symbolically, glancingly. I'm sorry to say that the 
actress on whom much of the play's and film's 
pathos rests is rather inexpressive. And there's 
a method actor (Nikolai Kinski, Klaus' lookalike 
son) involved in the movie's goofiest twist 
concerning a hostile interviewer. If not for Leigh 
Lisbao Underwood's handsome cinematography, 
I'd peg 1915 as fairly amateurish, not to mention 
pretentious. The modern film made by Armenians 
about their greatest catastrophe remains to be made, 
I guess. And here we have this inconsequential 
film being released in time for the genocide's 100th 
anniversary. A shame, that. Maybe there'll be a better 
one for the 150th.

The Conservation 
Commission has the authority to adopt rules and 
regulations for the use of conservation land (G.L., 
Ch. 40 §8C). This bylaw is intended to utilize the 
Home Rule authority of this municipality to protect 
additional resource areas, for additional values, 
with additional standards and procedures stricter 
than those of the Wetlands Protection Act (G.L. Ch. 
131 §40) and Regulations thereunder (310 CMR

by town meeting vote and to the rights and benefits 
accorded to agricultural uses and structures of all 
kinds under the laws of the Commonwealth. 

7.2 Jurisdiction 

Except as permitted by the Conserva- 
tion Commission or as provided in this bylaw, no 
person shall commence to remove, fill, dredge, 
build upon, degrade, discharge into, or otherwise 
alter the following resource areas:
